6. Nor would I have you fent all be- 
yond Sea, to make a Separation for Peace 
fake, as another Charity Divine with’d, 
who fo fettle Peace in England, was for 
having all the Papifts (ent to Jreland, the 
Presbyterians to Scosland, the Quakers to 
Penfilvania, and have the Church Men lefe

All I would defire, in Order to Supprefs 
thefe Crying Crimes, is, that fome Law 
might be made, fuch as to: that Wifdom

Intereft would do more to Silence the Pare 
fons, than an Hundred Legal Prohibitions: 
a Law without a Penalty, is like a Gun 
withouta Bullet; but Deprivation isa black 
Look, will Awe the Tongue of a Man of 
the Pulpit, cfpecially when his Confcience, 
mult convince him he fs in the wrong, 
that he ought not to dothis, and that itis 
not the proper Work of che Place.

ments have thought fit to reftrain thole 
_ Exorbitances by Law; forno Government 
_ €ver would allow a Generation of Men, 
like thefe, to infult them to their Faces, 
_ te Buffoon the Authority they {wear to,and 
_ firupall manner of Direfpeét in the People 
- againft their Rulers. 


againft the Clergy ; for Laws juftly made for 
_ Crimes rarely meriting Reftraint,can never 
— be call’d Oppreffion ; and then the Gcn- 
_ tlemen may obferve, I'no way encroach 
upon their Ecclefiaftical Authority, or at- 
_ tempt to bring them under the Juri(diéion 
of the Temporal Magiftrate, fince I am for 
_ having this Power, vefted wholly in their 
_~ Diocet.n only, That the Bifhop, on legal 
Teftimony, be oblig’d to execute the Law.° 
A I know thele Gentlemen love Liberty, 
and perhaps may be uneafy under the Re- 
ftraint 5 but fure they ought to covet no 
- unjoft Liberty. ; 
; Reftraint from I, is Freedom to the 
; Wife. 
This Reftraint is very agreeable to the 
- Moderation we have talk’d of, and would 
be a very great means .to preferve and 
promote it ; and contideriug the Mifchief 
wf the thing we are mpon, cannot but be 
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wd to be as gentle a Method as is |

 poffible to be propofed to thein, % 

. Astothe Reftraint of Common Difcourfe, 
Coffee-houfe and Table Difcourfe, 1 know 
no Method. can be taken,but what would be 
attended with badCircum ftances,fuch as be- 
traying Converfations, turning Informers 
for Reward, afld the like ; but when we 
come to talk of the Prefs; 1 muft confefs 
Thave thought it might be entirely regu- 
lated, without either the Tyranny of 4 Li- 
cenfer, oran abfolute Prohibition, by oblig- 
ing the Author, of every Book to fet his 
Name to the Book, in a manner particelar 5 
which as I noted-already, I am prepar'd to 
give a Scheme of, and withal by a vigo- 
rous Profecution, without which all Laws, 
are but Scare-Crows and ufelefs things, 
which Fools tuffer under, and Knaves 
laugh at.
